Hospital

HOSPITAL bosses in Dud¬ 
ley have insisted there is no 
issue with patient safety af¬ 
ter it emerged that the trust 
that runs Russells Hall Hos¬ 
pital would be investigated 
over A&E target times. 

NHS watchdog Monitor 
has announced it will in¬ 
vestigate the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust for 
‘consistently failing’ A&E 
targets and the ‘deteriora¬ 
tion’ of its finances. 

The organisation says 
that the trust has not met 
the national target of see¬ 
ing 95 per cent of patients 
within four hours at A&E in 
four of the last five financial 
quarters. 

Dudley Group chief exec¬ 
utive Paula Clark said that 
the trust had met its A&E 
waiting time targets in the 
past three weeks. 

She added: “We share 
their concerns around our 
deteriorating financial per¬ 
formance and the difficul¬ 
ties we have faced to meet 
the national accident and 
emergency target. 

“However, we would like 
to reassure patients that 
Monitor’s concerns are 
around performance targets 
and financial position — 
they are not about patient 
safety.” 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin said: “The Govern¬ 
ment needs to get a grip and 
give hospitals the resources 
they need.”

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Three schools marked for expansion 


THREE schools could be expanded 
to admit almost 400 extra pupils 
as a governing education authority 
struggles against a growing demand 
for spaces. 

Dudley Council has already cre¬ 
ated an additional 145 reception 
class spaces at nine of its schools 
ahead of the beginning of academic 
year in September. 

But the council has now unveiled 


further proposals for 210 extra 
places at Sledmere Primary School 
in Dudley, 105 for Gig Mill Primary 
in Stourbridge and 70 for Kate’s 
Hill Primary School for September 
2015. 

Surge 

Council officers are also consid¬ 
ering providing extra spaces at Hob 
Green Primary School in Stour¬ 


bridge, Howley Grange Primary 
School in Halesowen and Nether- 
ton Primary School for next year. 
The plans come as officers predict a 
surge in demand for primary school 
places over the next three years. 

According to forecasts, they are 
predicting the council will have to 
provide an additional 1,000 spaces. 

The proposal for additional spaces 
at the three schools will be decided 


by Councillor Tim Crumpton, cabi¬ 
net member for children’s services. 
He said: “We have got a few areas 
in the borough where birth rate 
has been increasing which means 
we now have to consider providing 
more spaces at local schools for chil¬ 
dren coming through. 

“It’s not a major problem, there 
are other areas in the country which 
are under more pressure.”

THIS artist’s impression gives a glimpse 
to what will greet thousands of visitors ar¬ 
riving for the day at picturesque parkland 
that is bidding to become a major tourist 
attraction. 

Proposals for a new £2.5 million visitor 
centre to be built in the grounds of Hagley 
Hall, near Stourbridge, have been revealed. 

Lord Cobham, who owns the hall and 
surrounding Hagley Park, hopes to reopen 
the park which had been closed for more 
than three decades. He aims to use income 
from up to 100,000 visitors a year to pay 
vast costs associated which maintaining 


the 18th century hall and its 300-acre park 
including the landmark Wychbury Obelisk. 

The centre would be built on fields off the 
A456, opposite the Badgers Sett pub, under 
proposals with a new link roadway being 
constructed off the dual carriageway. 

It will incorporate education and history 
exhibitions showcasing Hagley Hall and 
park through the ages and include study 
areas for visiting school children. 

There will also be a restaurant, gift shop 
and outdoor seating area for visitors to gaze 
over the rolling hills of the parkland. 

Accommodation for a ranger is also part 


of the plans alongside a children’s play 
area. There are also outline plans to create 
a car park for up to 180 vehicles including 
coaches. 

Lord Cobham said he hoped the visitor 
numbers could put the venue on par with 
the Black Country Living Museum and 
Severn Valley Railways as a major West 
Midlands attraction. “It would be a huge at¬ 
traction for this part of the world,” he said. 
“It’s very important to bring back the 18th 
century park for the public.” 

The plans will be discussed by 
Bromsgrove District Council.

He was shaken up and went 
back to check on the lady. 

“He thought she had gone 
under the lorry and that it 
was going to be much worse. 
An ambulance was called 
and he waited until para¬ 
medics arrived. His details 
were not taken and he left 
the scene but the law states 
there is a legal obligation 
for people to report an acci¬ 
dent.” 

She concluded that Guest 
had an ‘horrendous experi¬ 
ence’ and ‘just didn’t know 
the law’. Guest, of Turls Hill 
Road, Coseley, was handed 
five penalty points and fined 
£255. The rider suffered a 
fractured vertebrae and the 
horse survived.

Ex-boyfriend in suicide threat kidnap 


A SUICIDAL ex-boyfriend who 
dragged his former partner to a 
park and threatened to hang him¬ 
self before her eyes has been jailed. 

Paul Attwell breached bail con¬ 
ditions to visit his ex-girlfriend’s 
house, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. The 28-year-old forced 
entry to the flat before dragging 
her down 12 flights of stairs and to 
a park five minutes’ walk from her 


flat. There, he tried to hang himself 
with a rope, said Mr Rob Edwards, 
prosecuting. 

Attwell, of The Broadway, Dud¬ 
ley, admitted one count of kidnap 
and was sentenced to three years 
and nine months in jail for what 
Judge John Wait described it as a 
‘terrifying’ attack on February 17. 

At around 2am the victim’s 
buzzer rang on her flat but she 


ignored it, assuming it to be At¬ 
twell. “At 2.10am he pleaded with 
her to let him come in but she told 
him to go away,” said Mr Edwards. 
“Her concerns were such that she 
began to make a call to the police 
at 2.22am.” 

He forced entry to her flat and 
took her mobile phone, throw¬ 
ing it down a rubbish chute. He 
then grabbed her hair, tearing out 


clumps of it. At the park father-of- 
five Attwell made a loop with a rope 
he had with him and told the victim 
he was intending to commit suicide. 
She prevented him from doing so. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, for At¬ 
twell, said his client had been af¬ 
fected by drink and drugs since the 
age of 14. He was given a five-year 
restraining order to keep away from 
the victim, who was not named.

The forum also saw mem¬ 
bers from Say No To The 
Waste Site (SNOW) launch 
their awareness campaign 
called 20 Days To Fight The 
Permit. 

Brierley Hill ward coun¬ 
cillor Rachel Harris, chair of 
SNOW said: “Local people 
are really upset by this. Peo¬ 
ple do not want this waste 
plant near their homes. 
The site is surrounded by 
houses.” 

Residents Bridget Clark, 
43 and John Bristow, 61, 
from Sion Close, live two 
minutes’ walk from the site. 
Mr Clark said: “We need to 
be very vocal about our ob¬ 
jections.” 

The application for the 
permit comes after planning 
permission was rejected by 
Dudley Council last year. An 
appeal was lodged but then 
dropped within weeks of a 
planning inquiry being held.

The 16 Mercedes vehicles will mean paramedics will be 
able to reach patients in difficult weather and muddy off¬ 
road conditions. 

The fleet is being brought in by West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service, which already has more than 300 ambu¬ 
lances and 200 rapid response vehicles. 

It is hoped each hub, including Willenhall, West Brom¬ 
wich and Dudley, will get its own 4x4 vehicle.

Massive 
financial 
boost for 
museum 

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
arts investment has been 
welcomed by Black Country 
attraction bosses as a huge 
boost for the area. 

The cash has been 
awarded to seven attrac¬ 
tions and organisations in 
the Black Country by the 
Arts Council for the next 
three years. 

The Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum in Dudley will 
receive £2,658,000 and it is 
the first year the venue has 
secured such funding. 

Training

Heroin killed 
man, aged 42 

A MAN found at dead at 
home by his mother had 
overdosed on heroin, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Simon Middleton was 
found at his home in Tansey 
Green Road, Pensnett, on 
November 30 last year. 

The 42-year-old had last 
been seen alive the day be¬ 
fore by his mother, an in¬ 
quest at Smethwick Council 
House heard. 

A significant amount of 
morphine was found in his 
blood, likely from using her¬ 
oin. Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain concluded 
that he had died as a result 
of illegal drug use. 

Car and bus collide 

A MOTORIST suffered mi¬ 
nor injuries when a bus and 
car were in a crash in Dud¬ 
ley last week, causing long 
queues on Birmingham New 
Road and Priory Road.

HIS drug mules boarded flights 
bound for Europe concealing 
more than £1 million of heroin in 
their suitcases and specially-de¬ 
signed body suits. 

Corrupt security officials at Paki¬ 
stani airports were used to get the 
drugs out of the country, via connect¬ 
ing flights so Tahir Mahmood’s couri¬ 
ers could make their way to Europe. 

They targeted Dusseldorf airport, which 
supposedly had weaker security checks, and 
Birmingham airport as destinations for the 
class A drugs, where the couriers would be 
met by Mahmood himself. 

But despite his best laid plans, all but one 
of the mules were intercepted with their 
stash, and thanks to surveillance by the 
National Crime Agency and the Spanish au¬ 
thorities - which included a bug in his home 
and car - Mahmood was himself caught. 

Links 

The self-employed delivery driver and fa- 
ther-of-two from Stourbridge has now been 
jailed for leading the criminal enterprise, 
and will serve 16 years in prison. 

The details of his criminal enterprise 
were laid out during his sentence hearing 
at Birmingham Crown Court last week. 
Mr Tim Hannam, prosecuting Mahmood, 
said he had close links with the source of 
the drug in Pakistan, and was involved in 
almost every step of its importation into 
Europe. 

He had two colleagues in Spain who he 
would use to help recruit mules and arrange 
for their passage across the globe. Some¬ 
times hidden in cases, the drugs would then 
leave Pakistan with the couriers. In one in¬ 
stant a mule was due to hide the drugs in 
specially-created shoes but they did not fit, 
so he had to stash the drugs in his case. 

Mr Hannam said: “Each importation of 
heroin began in Pakistan with officials at 
either Karachi or Lahore airports being 
corrupted in order to allow the drugs to 
bypass the security procedures in place. 
From there, the courier and the drugs trav¬ 
elled via various interconnecting flights to 
Europe. The route was often Islamabad to 
Doha, Doha to Madrid and Madrid to Dus¬ 
seldorf.

“Dusseldorf was considered to be a soft 
touch customs-wise by those involved. 
Sometimes however, things went wrong, 
and the courier missed his connecting flight 
and parted company with his luggage. That, 
on occasion, led to discovery and arrest.” 

Mahmood or his ‘right-hand man’ Anwar 
Bashir, sometimes together, would go to 
the airports to wait for their couriers. If 
they were to land in Dusseldorf, they would 
first fly to Amsterdam before doing another 
short trip into Germany, to avoid suspicion. 

More often than not the couriers were 
caught. Five mules havebeen prosecuted 
separately in different countries, and re¬ 
ceived sentences from five to 12 years. 

In October 2011 one mule was caught in 
Madrid after he reported he had lost his lug¬ 
gage which, when recovered, was found to 
contain more than 12 kilos of heroin. At the

time the Spanish authorities were listening 
in to the mobile telephone conversations of 
some of those involved, which included con¬ 
versations with and about Mahmood. 

Eight days later a second mule managed 
to get a quantity of the drug, believed to be 
10 kilos, through security at Dusseldorf. 
On December 12, 2011, the same man was 
arrested at Islamabad airport with the 
same quantity on him. A third courier was 
arrested passing through Vienna airport on 
January 12, 2012. 

In the final two incidents, the mules 
came into Birmingham Airport to be met by 
53-year-old Mahmood. On January 21 2012, 
the first flew in wearing a body suit stuffed 
with 87 packages of just under four kilos of 
heroin of up to 71 per cent purity. After 
meeting Mahmood and Bashir, he got into 
a taxi which was stopped by police.

This was the last offence involving Bashir 
but later in 2012 recording devices were 
hidden in Mahmood’s home and car. The 
conversations recorded describe his contin¬ 
ued involvement in arrangements to smug¬ 
gle drugs into this country. 

In the final incident on March 21, 2013, 
a final mule flew to meet Mahmood at Bir¬ 
mingham airport where a drugs dog took 
an interest in his case on the carousel. It 
contained 8.3 kilos of heroin. 

A note on him listed an address in Lye 
linked to Mahmood from documents seized 
from his home in Ridge Grove, Stourbridge. 

As well as his jail term, Mahmood was 
also told he will now face a hearing later 
in the year to see how much money he will 
have to pay back. 

Bashir, 43, from Park Lane, Bradford, 
was jailed for 15 years.

‘I’ll keep dancing 
as long as I can’ 


The octogenarian salsa 
dancer from Stourbridge 
isn’t ready to quit, she tells

SHE is the hip-shaking, nim¬ 
ble-footed great-grandmother 
who stunned the nation as she 
was thrown around the dance¬ 
floor by her younger partner. 

Jaws dropped as Paddy Jones 
twirled around the Britain’s Got 
Talent stage earning herself a stand¬ 
ing ovation from all four judges. 

As she celebrates her 80th birthday, 
she has revealed she has no plans to 
hang up her dancing shoes yet, vowing 
to carry on as long as she can. 

Golden 

Paddy, from Stourbridge, won the 
hearts of the nation when she was put 
straight through to the final of the 
ITV1 show after judge Amanda Holden 
pressed her golden buzzer. 

She says: “Since appearing on the 
show my life has been incredible and now 
I want to encourage people to go for their 
dreams and not give up. 

“My mother was a singer and she 
wanted to be professional but my 
grandpa said no and told her she had to 
stay in Stourbridge. I think she lived her 
life through me. I started dancing at the 
age of two and later started drama and 
elocution lessons because, living in the 
Black Country, elocution is important. I 
was 12 when I did my first professional 
show at Dudley Hippodrome and 15 
when I left school to go into theatre.” 

Paddy performed in Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Birmingham and Blackpool 
before meeting her late husband, David, 
at the age of 16. She decided to give up 
dancing aged 22 to start a family and ran 
a shop called Paddy’s Fabrics in Victoria 
Passage, Stourbridge.

In 2001 the couple decided to move 
to Spain but sadly their move was de¬ 
layed when David was diagnosed with 
leukaemia. After nine months of treat¬ 
ment at Russells Hall Hospital, he was 
well enough to go and they enjoyed a 
few happy months there before the dis¬ 
ease returned. He died in March 2003. 

Paddy took up Latin-American dance 
lessons to keep herself busy and redis¬ 
covered her love of dance. Her teacher 
Nico Espinosa, 40 years her junior, rec¬ 
ognised her potential and together they 
started working on routines. 


Since then she has been swung, flung, 
thrown and twirled around stages all 
over the world and together the couple 
won the Spanish version of Britain’s 
Got Talent. They finished ninth in the 
UK version of the competition after 
Paddy soldiered on despite breaking her 
ribs just before the final round. 

“I never expected the kind of recep¬ 
tion I got after appearing on Britain’s 
Got Talent,” says Paddy. “It was in¬ 
credible when Amanda pressed the 
golden buzzer because we were the first 
contestants on the show to get one and 


we didn’t know what to think. Nico was 
besides himself and burst into tears. It 
was an incredible feeling. 

“Amanda has been an absolutely won¬ 
derful person and a fantastic mentor. 
She is so down to earth and is incredibly 
supportive because she sent flowers to 
Spain when I cracked my ribs.” 

Since she started dancing again, 
Paddy, whose real name is Sarah Pa¬ 
tricia Jones, has travelled to North and 
South America, Europe and Israel. 

Peru 

She competed in Showmatch, the Ar¬ 
gentinian version of Strictly Come Danc¬ 
ing but failed to reach the final. The pair 
have also performed at the World Salsa 
Congress in Peru. 

In 2010 she was entered into the 
Guinness World Record books for being 
the oldest salsa acrobatic dancer. 

“I received a medal after appearing in 
the book which I treasure very much be¬ 
cause it is a fantastic achievement,” says 
Paddy. “It has been a very exciting few 
years and I have really enjoyed myself 
and since the show ended I have had a 
lot of job offers. 

“Nico and I have been invited to ap¬ 
pear on India’s Got Talent as guest per¬ 
formers which is exciting. I have also 
been asked to perform on a cruise ship 
for three months but that is just too long 
because I have a home, a garden, a dog 
and a cat in Spain and I can’t abandon 
them. 

“I will carry on dancing for as long as I 
am able to. I have no intention of giving 
up just yet.” 

Last week Paddy marked her 80th 
birthday by giving a talk about her ex¬ 
periences to students at Wolverley CE 
Secondary School near Kidderminster. 

The mother-of-four and grandmoth- 
er-of-seven comes back to the West Mid¬ 
lands every four months from her home 
in Spain to visit friends and family. She 
says: “I miss Stourbridge, I love coming 
back and seeing everyone I know. I’m a 
Stourbridge girl at heart.”

THE sudden death of West Mid¬ 
lands police and crime commis¬ 
sioner Bob Jones has left a void 
that many think cannot be filled 
- even though the law says they 
must do so in just over a month. 

Were the loss of a public serv¬ 
ant respected even by his polit¬ 
ical opponents not enough, the 
police have now been left deal¬ 
ing with one of the more absurd 
parts of the statute that created 
the post in the first place. 

The Police Reform and Social 
Responsibility Act that gave rise 
to the 2012 elections of PCCs 
requires a by-election be held 
‘not more than 35 days after the 
relevant event’. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, 
who chairs the West Midlands 
Police and Crime Panel, found 
himself in the unenviable posi¬ 
tion of having to discuss how 
to replace Mr Jones within four 
hours of being told of his pass¬ 
ing. 

There then followed a debate 
between Government depart¬ 
ments over whether ‘35 days’ 
meant calendar or business 
days and whether the ‘relevant 
event’ (such a cold and clinical 
term) meant Mr Jones’ passing 
or some formal notification. 

If we leave aside the gross in¬ 
sensitivity of a law that requires 
a vacancy to be filled so quickly, 
it is also a bureaucratic night¬ 
mare. 

The PCC for the West Mid¬ 
lands covers not fewer than sev¬ 
en council areas. Three of them 
are cities and one of those is Bir¬ 
mingham, the second biggest in 
the country. 

Then there will be the work for 
the political parties and candi¬ 
dates, who must select people 
to stand for them and get all the 
paperwork through. 

There will need to be the time 
to come up with campaign liter¬ 
ature. 

Meanwhile the work of the 
PCC must continue. An interim 
appointment will be made later 
this month. 

But what happens if the tem¬ 
porary post holder, likely to be 
deputy PCC Yvonne Mosquito, 
wants to throw her hat into the 
ring? 

Will she be allowed to cam¬ 
paign while technically the in¬ 
cumbent? 

All the while, we continue to 
mourn the loss of Bob Jones 
CBE, who never believed the 
role of a PCC should exist in the 
first place. 

In a letter to the Express & 
Star in 2012, thanking voters 
and pledging to serve eveiyone, 
regardless of how or even if they 
voted, Mr Jones wrote: “I believe 
police and crime commissioners 
are an expensive and unneces¬ 
sary change, poorly implement¬ 
ed and appallingly publicised.” 

Were he with us today he 
would be within his rights to say 
the chaos following his death 
had proved him correct. 

But he’d be too busy quietly 
getting on with the job for that.

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Leader attacks 
‘abuse of power’

speaks to a veteran Black 
Country councillor who 
fears the impact of cuts 

DRASTIC cuts in council 
funding are part of an ‘abuse 
of power’ by the Government, 
according to senior Dudley 
councillor David Sparks. 

Were he ‘merely’ the leader of a 
metropolitan borough council, a 37- 
year veteran of local politics, it might 
not be an unusual remark. But Coun¬ 
cillor Sparks is the firstWest Midlands 
chairman of the influential Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association. 

He has just taken up the post, over¬ 
seeing the national body that repre¬ 
sents all but two local authorities in 
England ,and as such his words carry 
a weight far beyond the borough of 
Dudley. 

Warnings 

Now, he makes a series of stark 
warnings, saying: 

Cuts in funding to councils are so 
severe that many will do nothing more 
than look after vulnerable adults and 
children within four or five years. 

Council tax is in need of a major re¬ 
form or even replacement. 

Authorities in the West Midlands 
must have a greater say over their 
funding to compete with London and 
Greater Manchester. 

Local democracy has been ‘eroded’ 
by Westminster politicians taking 
more control. 

There is ‘no more money’ to give 
workers going on strike today (July 
10) the pay rises they demand. 

The Dudley Council leader is qui¬ 
etly angry at how councils have been 
banned from raising council tax by 


more than two per cent without hold¬ 
ing a referendum, something no au¬ 
thority would ever win. 

“The fundamental abuse of power 
has been how local councils have been 
singled out by the Government to bear 
the brunt of public expenditure cuts,” 
said Councillor Sparks. 

“For the past 20 years there has 
been a gradual erosion in the freedom 
of individual citizens to determine 
the local services themselves,” says 
65-year-old local government veteran. 
“This has now resulted in a system of 
government that is broken. 

“Councils have been cut back to a 
level that they can no longer satisfy 
the minimum standards that their 


citizens want. Some, such as Wolver¬ 
hampton, have even said they were 
on the verge of bankruptcy. We also 
know that English councils get a raw 
deal when compared with Scotland 
and Wales.” 

“The elephant in the room is the 
council tax system,” Councillor Sparks 
says. “It has never been fundamen¬ 
tally reviewed since it came into effect 
in 1993.” 

He says he wants to see a combined 
authority for the West Midlands, 
bringing Birmingham together with 
the Black Country. It sounds suspi¬ 
ciously like Greater Birmingham. 

“I’m not bothered what you call it,” 
added the Labour councillor.

MANY people who grew up 
in Dudley, like I did, will re¬ 
member Bert Bissell. 

Bert was real local hero 
who was born in Dudley and 
lived at Selborne Road. He 
worked as a probation of¬ 
ficer but dedicated his spare 
time to work in his local 
community and his church 
on Vicar Street. 

On VJ Day in 1945 Bert 
took a group from his 
church and climbed Ben 
Nevis, constructing a ‘Peace 
Cairn’ at its summit. Amaz¬ 
ingly he repeated the ex¬ 
pedition many times after 
that, for 50 years. 

We were lucky enough to 
count Bert as a great friend 
of my family and I remem¬ 
ber him well. His dedication 
to his local community was 
an inspiration to so many 
of us. Bert passed away in 
November 1998, aged 96. 
Today there is a monument 
to him at Coronation Gar¬ 
dens in Dudley town centre 
but I’ve often thought we 
ought to do something in 
his memory. 

That’s why this year I 
thought that it would be 
a fitting tribute to climb 
the same mountain he con¬ 
quered so many times to 
raise money for local chari¬ 
ties in what I hope will be¬ 
come a yearly tradition, like 
Bert’s. It’s the longest walk 
I have ever attempted but I 
will be tackling it together 
with the Mayor’s Consort 
Councillor Adam Aston, the 
Deputy Mayor Councillor 
Steve Waltho and Armed 
Forces Champion Councillor 
Dave Tyler. I’m relying on 
them to get me through it! 

Half of the funds we raise 
will go to the Mayor’s chari¬ 


ties Action Heart and Guide 
Dogs with the remainder 
split equally between the 
children’s unit at Russells 
Hall, local Royal British 
Legion and Black Country 
Fast Aid to support ambu¬ 
lances. These are all great 
local causes, so please offer 
your support at www.bert- 
bissellmemorialwalk.co.uk. 

LAST week I got drawn 
to ask a question at PMQs. 
It’s my job to go to London 
and speak up for people in 
Dudley, so I went straight to 
local residents to hear what 
they thought I should ask 
David Cameron. 

I was pleased to see that 
education and skills was 
the top issue amongst the 
hundreds of people who 
responded. Nine out of ten 
agreed with me that we 


need to make education and 
skills our number one prior¬ 
ity to bring better schools, 
better skills and better jobs 
to Dudley. More than half 
said that creating more ap¬ 
prenticeships was the best 
way to improve our skills. 

That’s why I told David 
Cameron that every new 
house or road built by the 
Government should cre¬ 
ate apprenticeship places 
to reverse falling numbers 
of young apprentices and 
help tackle long-term youth 
unemployment in Dudley 
that is twice the national 
average. I was really dis¬ 
appointed to hear him say 
that we shouldn’t be wor¬ 
ried about unemployment 
in Dudley and that to say 
otherwise is talking Dudley 
down. 


Responding to a serious 
question with an answer 
like that shows just how out 
of touch and complacent he 
is. Unemployment might 
not be a problem for David 
Cameron’s multi-million¬ 
aire friends in London but 
things are very different in 
Dudley. 

I grew up here, I live here 
now and no one is prouder of 
Dudley than me but I think 
we need better schools, bet¬ 
ter skills and better jobs to 
replace the ones we’ve lost. 

You have been clear that 
education should be our 
number one priority, so over 
the coming years it will be 
my priority too. In the last 
two weeks I have called on 
David Cameron to boost ap¬ 
prenticeships, brought the 
head of Dudley’s top school 
to meet the Education Sec¬ 
retary and backed new plans 
to create high status ‘master 
teachers’ in schools. I look 
forward to doing much more 
in the year ahead. 

I WAS horrified to hear 
the news that a dog had 
been found hanged by a 
chain in Kate’s Hill last 
week. Decent people will 
be appalled by such a hor¬ 
rendous crime. It is utterly 
barbaric and you have to 
question the mentality of 
the people responsible.

Safari park

A WATER park complete 
with indoor beaches and 
slides, hotel and ‘jungle’ 
area is part of the £80 vision 
to transform West Midland 
Safari Park.

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly has writ¬ 
ten to the Home Secretary Theresa May, 
Justice Secretary Chris Grayling and West 
Midlands Police chiefs. 

He said: “I hope that Dudley Police are 
successful in finding and arresting the cul¬ 
prit or culprits and that the full weight of 
the law — including the maximum sentence 
— will be applied in the event of a success¬ 
ful conviction. A strong message must be 
sent out across the country that animal 
cruelty is unacceptable.” 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin, whose 
constituency covers Kates Hill, is offering 
a reward in a bid to catch those responsible. 

He said: “Decent people will be appalled 
by such a horrendous crime. It is utterly 


barbaric and you have to question the men¬ 
tality of the people responsible. 

“I know local people will be outraged that 
this could happen in Dudley. I get a lot of 
correspondence from local people about 
animal welfare and I have worked hard to 
campaign on animal welfare issues. Inci¬ 
dents like this remind us why much more 
still needs to be done.

Lack of hospital staff 
led to £i4m agency bill 


HOSPITALS in the West Midlands 
forked out £14 million on agen¬ 
cy staff in a year because of a 
shortage of nurses and other 
workers to fill shifts. 

Figures show the bill for agency workers 
for the five NHS Trusts covering the Black 
Country and Staffordshire more than dou¬ 
bled in 2013/2014. It was £6.3m in 2012/13. 

Tens of thousands of shifts at hospitals 
are being filled by agency workers and lat¬ 
est figures include a nurse paid more than 
£1,400 for a 12-hour shift on a bank holi¬ 
day, working out to almost £120 per hour. 

Soaring 

Bosses blame increasing patient numbers 
and staff sickness for the soaring spending. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust was the biggest spender in 
the Black Country, paying out £5,828,000 
on agency nurses. Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust saw its bill triple to 
£2,192,700. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin said: “After 
recent reports that Dudley hospitals are 
£1.38 million in debt, I’m really concerned 
to hear that they’re spending millions on 
agency staff. The fact is local hospitals 
don’t have the staff they need after the To¬ 
ries squandered £3 billion on reorganising 
the NHS instead of frontline staff, losing 
6,000 nurses as a result. 

“Doctors, nurses and other staff are 
working flat out at Russells Hall but, 
thanks to Tory health policies, waiting 
times are up, cancelled operations are at 
their highest level in a decade and hospitals 
are going millions into debt.” 

Sharon Williams, spokeswoman for Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“Whilst there has been significant invest¬ 
ment in the workforce, bank and agency 
staff are used to support wards when re¬ 
quired and provide the best possible patient 
care. The need to keep all capacities open 
throughout the year and ensure safe staff¬ 
ing levels in wards has meant that agency 
costs continue to be incurred.”

Firm fined £53k after Sgp; 

worker lost two fingers £££ 


A WELDING machine manufac¬ 
turer has been fined £53,000 af¬ 
ter safety failings led to a worker 
losing two fingers. 

Self-employed electrical contrac¬ 
tor Ian Mowbray was working at 
MTI Welding Technologies Ltd in 
Kingswinford when his fingers were 
crushed. The 49-year-old from Wol¬ 
verhampton was trying to rectify a 
problem on a high-friction welding 
machine when the incident happened 
on August 23 last year. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard he 
pressed the wrong button, closing the pow¬ 
erful hydraulic holding fixture on to his left 
hand. His middle and ring fingers were so 
badly crushed that they had to be ampu¬ 
tated in hospital. 

Mr Mowbray was off work for three 
weeks but has since returned to the com¬ 
pany on Pensnett Trading Estate, off Stall¬ 
ings Lane. 

The court was told MTI Welding Tech¬ 
nologies failed to report the incident to the 
Health and Safety Executive (HSE). It only 
came to light four weeks later when HSE 
received an anonymous complaint which 
led to an unannounced inspection. 

The investigation found the company 
had acquired the machine from another 
firm that had modified it from a safe, au¬ 
tomatically-loaded one. Over-riding the 
interlocks meant the door to the safety en¬ 
closure could be opened without stopping 
the machine. 

The organisation claimed the visit re¬ 
vealed radial arm drill was running without 
a suitably maintained safety switch, leaving 
operators inadequately protected. It’s use 
was banned until the fault was repaired. 

MTI Welding Technologies Ltd pleading 
guilty to breaching the Health and Safety 
at Work Act 1974, the Reporting of Injuries, 
Diseases and Dangerous Occurrences Reg¬ 
ulations 1995 and the Provision and Use of 
Work Equipment Regulations 1998. It was 
fined £53,000 and told to pay £3,100 costs.

DUDLEY Zoo keepers raided first 
aid kits in Lemur Wood in a bid to 
raise funds for Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital. 

Staff have joined the Big Bandage 
campaign to raise £4 million for a 
Children’s Cancer Centre and are 
hoping their efforts will remain 
under wraps during the event to¬ 
morrow. Friday’s fundraiser is 
particularly poignant for primate 
keeper, Stacey Ball, whose two- 
year-old daughter, Lily spent the 
first two months of her life at the 
hospital. 


Zoo spokeswoman Jill Hitchman 
explained: “Lily was born with her 
bowels outside her body and had to 
undergo quite a serious and lengthy 
operation soon after birth. We all 
shared Stacey’s concern when Lily 
was admitted but that quickly grew 
to admiration for the staff and their 
work with youngsters as gradually 
Lily grew stronger and was able to 
go home.” 

She added: “Staff were really 
keen to help raise funds, so we’ll all 
be wearing our bandages on July 
11 .” 


A DRUG dealer has been 
jailed for 30 months after 
a police raid on his home 
uncovered almost £3,000 
worth of cocaine. 

Officers swooped at the 
house Jordan Edwards’ 
shared with his parents in 
Ivy House Lane, Coseley, on 
December 14 last year, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
heard. 

A search recovered 55g 
of cocaine, £1,142 worth 
of cannabis in a cupboard, 
around £3,000 cash and a 
quantity of a Class C drug. 

Ms Sati Ruck, prosecut¬ 
ing, said digital scales, re- 
sealable bags and a large 
quantity of a cutting agent 
were also found in various 
rooms around the house. 
“This was the equipment as¬ 
sociated with drug supply,” 
said the prosecutor. 

The court was told 
26-year-old Edwards had 
previous convictions for sup¬ 
plying drugs and production 
of cannabis. 

Mr Michael Garrett, de¬ 
fending, said his client had 
started to supply cocaine to 
his friend in order to feed 
his own habit. 

“He recognises he has 
a serious drug problem, 
which he has taken steps to 
address,” he added. 

Edwards pleaded guilty to 
possession of cocaine with 
intent to supply, possession 
of cannabis and possession 
of a Class C drug. 

Jailing him for 30 months, 
Recorder Peter Cooke or¬ 
dered the forfeiture and 
destruction of the drugs and 
paraphernalia.

Molineux borne out 
of 'Rotton' beginnings 


IN 1720 a man named John 
Rotton decided to build him¬ 
self a house. We do not know 
who Mr Rotton was, but he 
may well have been a prom¬ 
inent bucklemaker, which 
was an important trade in 
Wolverhampton. 

If the contractor he chose gath¬ 
ered his men by the Town Hall at 
the top of High Green (now Queen 
Square), which seems a likely spot 
they would have walked down 
High Green and turned right at 
the bottom into Tup Street (now 
North Street). 

They would have passed the Red 
Lion and three Prebend houses, 
and Giffard House to a piece of land 
of about eight acres at the top of 
Wadhams Hill. 

Mr Rotton had them line up his new 
house facing St Peter’s Church, but 
at the rear there was a fine view over 
open countryside, stretching to Tet-

tenhall ridge, with Chillington Hall 
visible 10 miles away. 

John Rotton only lived in his new 
house for about 20 years, because 
he died in 1743 and because he died 
owing a local ironmaster named John 
Molineux £700, his widow came to an 
agreement handing over the house in 
payment. 

Impressed 

John Molineux was so impressed 
with the house that he decided to 
make it the family’s main residence, 
and it was greatly extended, with for¬ 
mal gardens stretching down the hill. 

As time went on Wolverhampton ex¬ 
panded, Waterloo Road was cut across 
the hill and new housing built, and as 
the 19th Century progressed, a whole 
new suburb, Newhampton, was built, 
and instead of a fine view across open 


countryside, Molineux House looked 
out on ranks of smoky rooftops. 

In 1860 the Molineux family sold 
the house and by 1870 it had been 
turned into a hotel, with its gardens 
becoming Wolverhampton’s first pub¬ 
lic park, albeit with an entry fee. 

To bring in the crowds various 
sporting activities were promoted, 
and cycle races in particular drew in 
crowds of up to 20,000 people. 

Across town a football team borne 
out of St Luke’s church was draw¬ 
ing large crowds at its Dudley Road 
ground, and was looking for a bigger 
stadium. 

A deal was struck, the lake in Mo¬ 
lineux Gardens was filled in, and a 
football pitch and stands were con¬ 
structed and Wolverhampton Wan¬ 
derers began its long relationship 
with the ground which still retains the 
name Molineux. 

How fortunate that the name of the 
original owner of the house did not ad¬ 
here to the property, because it would 
now be Rotton House and Rotton Sta¬ 
dium.

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Cemetery 
will expand 
onto pitch 


£3m fire 
station to 
open soon 

BUILDING work is gather¬ 
ing pace on a new multi-mil¬ 
lion pound fire station in 
the Black Country. 

Work is on track for the 
£3 million station serving 
Halesowen and Cradley 
Heath to be open by the 
end of August to fire crews. 
Finishing touches are being 
made to the site, at the junc¬ 
tion of Barrs Road and Hale¬ 
sowen Road, once site of 
former municipal buildings. 

History 

The history of the council 
buildings will be remem¬ 
bered with a plaque planned 
in commemoration to be put 
in place ahead of the grand 
opening. 

But also bosses say they 
wanted the building to 
have architecture fitting 
for a landmark site on a 
busy road used by thou¬ 
sands of motorists a month. 
Eye-catching glass windows 
soar up from ground level at 
the entrance to the newly 
named Haden Cross Com¬ 
munity Fire Station. 

Three bays have been cre¬ 
ated inside the station, for a 
main fire crew and a smaller 
response vehicle. 


WORK to expand 
Dudley Cemetery to 
create dozens of ex¬ 
tra burial plots will 
start after councillors 
approved funding for 
the project. 

There had been fears 
that Dudley could run 
out of plots by the au¬ 
tumn if more space 
wasn’t found. With only 
140 plots remaining, the 
situation was described 
as ‘critical’. 

But plans for a £200,000 
extension to the cemetery, 
on a former football pitch off 
Clee Road, will give enough 
burial space for around 20 
year. 

It will include 1,000 plots 
and will be able to cater for 
all religious needs. There 
will also be 150 cremated re¬ 
mains plots and 140 smaller 


plots. Associated fencing, 
gates, pathways and parking 
bays will be included. 

Councillor Hilary Bills, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said: “We 
are spending up to £200,000 
extending the amount of 
burial space we have in 
Dudley. 

Diversity 

“The new facility will be 
able to cater for specific reli¬ 
gious needs, which is some¬ 
thing that is very important 
to us with the rich diversity 
we have in the borough.” 

The scheme was approved 
at last week’s cabinet meet¬ 
ing and the site is expected 
to be ready for burials be¬ 
fore the end of the year 

Bosses said the current 
football pitch is in a poor 
condition and they plan to 
replace it with a new pitch 
elsewhere in the borough. 


Bid to turn 
park into 
attraction 

AMBITIOUS plans for a 
£2.5 million visitor centre in 
the grounds of Hagley Hall 
have been revealed in a bid 
to create a major new tour¬ 
ist attraction. 

Lord Cobham, whose fam¬ 
ily have owned the 300 acre 
estate since the 18th cen¬ 
tury, wants to reopen Hag- 
ley Park to visitors for the 
first time in some 30 years. 

Proposals have been 
lodged to build the visitor 
centre which will also have 
space for a restaurant, gift 
shop, study rooms and a 
three-bedroom ranger’s 
house. There are also pro¬ 
posals to create a children’s 
play area and car parking 
for up to 180 vehicles in¬ 
cluding coaches. 

The 12th Viscount Cob- 
ham, Christopher Lyttel¬ 
ton, estimates the park near 
Stourbridge could attract up 
to 100,000 visitors a year. 
The scheme is vital to help 
pay for upkeep of the estate, 
where Lord Cobham has 
started several restoration 
projects including the land¬ 
mark Wychbury Obelisk. 

Bromsgrove District 
Council planners will con¬ 
sider the plans.

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Two-tier market fear 
over property prices 

HOUSE prices in parts of the West Midlands are lower 
now than at the worst point in the recession, despite a 
national upturn in the market. 

Fears of a two-tier recovery were raised as houses in 
areas like Bilston were shown to have dropped eight per 
cent in value since 2009 while a home in affluent Solihull 
has shot up 16 per cent. 

Areas like Wolverhampton and Walsall have seen a lit¬ 
tle change since 2009 but a sudden increase in the past 
year. Yet homes in Stourbridge, Dudley, Kidderminster, 
Willenhall and Cannock are all being sold for less now 
than five years ago. 

According to figures from the Halifax, In Bilston an 
average home will change hands for £107,008, compared 
with £268,042 in Solihull. But despite the low growth in 
prices, four out of five properties on the market are out 
of reach of the average working family looking to buy 
their first home, according to housing charity Shelter.

Pilot’s lucky escape after 
wheel collapses on landing 


A PILOT had a lucky escape after 
his plane crashed during landing at 
an airport in South Staffordshire. 

The Piper PA-28 Cherokee was 
coming into land at Wolverhampton 
Halfpenny Green Airport at Bob- 
bington, near Stourbridge, on July 
2 at 11am when its front wheel col¬ 
lapsed causing it to skid along the 
runway. 

The plane was being flown by a 
male pilot and there were no pas¬ 
sengers on board at the time of the 
crash. 

Fire crews based at the airport 
were scrambled to the plane and 
sprayed it with foam to prevent any 
fire starting. 

Airport officials say that the pilot 


was uninjured. They were unable to 
reveal where the plane was flying 
from. 

Alastair Mackinnon, the opera¬ 
tional manager at Wolverhampton 
Halfpenny Green Airport, said: “At 
around 11am the Piper PA-8 Cher¬ 
okee has come into land and as it 
has done so the front wheel has col¬ 
lapsed. 

“It has skidded along the run way 
and come to a stop - it was a simple 
collision. 

“One male was on board, the pilot, 
and there were no injuries. The fire 
service that is based at the airport 
sprayed the plane with foam but this 
was precautionary and to prevent 
any possibility of a fire starting.”

THERE were 225 cases of child sexual ex¬ 
ploitation in the West Midlands in a year and 
the disturbing trend is still growing 

The figures have been revealed as a campaign is 
launched to save protect from abuse. 

Councils and police have banded together to set up the 
‘See Me, Hear Me’ campaign to encourage people to spot 


the warning signs of abuse ir 

A website has been 
launched which contains in¬ 
formation about the ‘hidden 
crime’ of child sex exploita¬ 
tion (CSE). Information 
packs are being offered as 
well as guidance for people 
who work in hotels, leisure 
centres and taxi companies. 

Dudley, Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell, Walsall, Coven¬ 
try, Birmingham and Soli¬ 
hull councils are involved 
with West Midlands Police. 

Hidden 

There were 82 cases of 
CSE in Birmingham in 
2013/14, 34 in Sandwell, 29 
in Dudley, 29 in Walsall, 20 
in Wolverhampton, 15 in So¬ 
lihull and 16 in Coventry — 
the numbers are increasing. 
Since April 2014 alone there 
have been 65 more cases in 
Birmingham, 21 in Wolver¬ 
hampton, nine in Dudley, 
four in Sandwell, three in 
Walsall, 15 in Coventry and 
five in Solihull. 

The rise has been put 
down to the work of a spe¬ 
cialist team identifying 
cases that would previously 
have been recorded differ¬ 
ently. 

Stephen Rimmer, West 
Midlands lead for tackling 
CSE, said: “Child sexual ex¬ 
ploitation has been a hidden 
crime for far too long. The 
perpetrators deliberately 
target some of our most vul- 


i a child’s behaviour.

nerable children, whether 
online or in public places, 
and believe they will not be 
caught. This has to end now. 

“For the first time, all of 
the agencies with responsi¬ 
bility for tackling this abuse 
across the West Midlands 
are working to common 
standards of reporting and 
investigation. This must be 
matched by greater public 
awareness. 

“No school or community 
is immune from this threat. 
The relentless depiction of 
online porn is placing ever 
greater pressure on pre and 
early teenagers. 

“We must work together 
to protect our children from 
manipulative abusers of all 
ages and backgrounds, and 
fight back against accepting 
as ‘normal’ the depiction of 
aggressive and exploitative 
sexual relationships.” 

Warning signs can include 
having older friends, a child 
persistently going missing, 
secretive relationships with 
unknown adults, truancy, 
chronic fatigue, constant 
mobile phone calls, posses¬ 
sion of money or new things.

Growing workloads spurred the move from Quantum’s 
home of 30 years in Enville Street, Stourbridge, and the 
firm is adding another 10 workers to its 25-strong work¬ 
force. Mr Wooldridge is hoping to double the company’s 
workforce if turnover continues to grow at its current rate. 

The company makes car trailers and hard tops for 
pick-up trucks but is also moving into new markets such 
as housings for wind turbines and parts for the new Agility 
Global electric motorbike. The recession saw the company 
halve in size but has built back up and is busier than ever.

Free consultation, 
X-rays & diagnosis 

They call it dentophobia - an extremely common 
affliction where sufferers are scared stiff of 
going to the dentist. 

Figures suggest that about 12 per cent of us 
suffer from extreme dental anxiety and the 
British Dental Association says that 25 per 
cent of the UK population undergo some sort 
of anxiety before visiting the dentist. That’s an 
awful lot of people. 

Panic attacks, fainting, being tense, 
hyperventilating and just “being terrified” are all 
symptoms. 

In a campaign to address these fears, Dudley’s 
North Street Dental Clinic is setting aside staff for 
a month and running “drop-in-and-chat” sessions 
to help sufferers. No appointment is necessary. 

The clinic’s “Love Your Dentist’ initiative promises 
a listening ear, as much time as people need and 
lots of “tea and sympathy.” All consultations with 
the dentist and clinical diagnosis are being offered 
free, including all the necessary X-rays. 

Whether it’s the dentist’s drill, needles, the 
apprehension over pain, gagging, or something 
else to blame for these anxieties, avoiding them 
puts people’s health at risk, says North Street 
dentist Polly (GDC No 188090), a Doctor of Dental 
Medicine, who joined the team after working in 
Michigan, USA, at a prestigious cosmetic dental 
centre. 

The good news is that all phobias are curable. Polly, 
who looks after the practice’s general dentistry, has 
been encountering nervous patients for years and 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

She admits that historically her own profession 
has not helped alleviate the national problem “but 
dentistry has changed dramatically in its approach 
to treatments and the care of patients,” she says. 

“One of the biggest issues I have to address is the 
fear of pain. No modern dentistry should be painful. 


There is a wide variety of anaesthesia we can use 
that will eradicate any discomfort,” she adds. 

Her regular dental nurse, Ann, who has completed 
some 35 years at the practice, has witnessed many 
of the changes in the way patients are cared for. 
“I came here on work experience and never went 
home,” she jokes. 

Reflecting on her long career she says: “We 
make a good team, Polly and me,” adding that of 
all the transitions she has seen at the practice, the 
latest £500,000 refurbishment has been the most 
dramatic. 

“The changes here are incredible. The whole 
building has been torn apart and rebuilt and the 
three new surgeries are nothing like the ones I used 
to work in,” she says. 

The practice is totally disabled-friendly with level 
access to the waiting area, drop-off point right 
by the door, dedicated off-road parking and toilet 
facilities.

equally dramatically. “Children were terrified 
of the dentist in the early days, especially the 
school dentist and that scary clinical imagery that 
surrounded them still troubles some of our more 
mature patients today,” says Ann. 

Nothing silly about being afraid 

People with fears of the dentist can become more 
and more dominated by the precautions they take 
to avoid the things that scare them. 

“Fears are often irrational and many sufferers 
know that’s the case, but they’re nonetheless real 
and we recognise that. After all, fears are a natural 
reaction to things we dislike. 

“It’s understandable that those who have had a 
bad experience are afraid and we want to put that 
right,” says Polly. 

The clinical team at North Street Dental, which 
forms part of the Denture Clinic operation, is clear 
that there is no shame or nothing silly about being 
afraid. 


They pledge that those who come through the 
doors will be listened to, not judged and encouraged 
in their personal quest to overcome the fears they 
have. 

Practice manager Jacqueline Burchell adds: “Staff 
have training to deal with nervous patients and 
I encourage people to tell us exactly how it is for 
them. 

“Firstly, we assure them they are not alone and 
that many others suffer in the same way. We have 
literally held the hands of people who have been 
in the dentist’s chair for treatment as we have 
managed their anxiety. From start to finish, Polly, 
Ann and myself, along with our other staff, are there 
for them. 

“We can deliver a great ‘going to the dentist’ 
experience here for everyone. Anyone coming 
here will see the same dentist, they’ll get the same 
nurses and be given as much time as needed.

The smart money is on the Beeb. 
After all, they have silver fox Gary 
Lineker at the helm, whose still 
boyish good looks, despite the fact 
he’s in his fifties, will appeal to the 
non-football-loving ladies in the 
audience, while fans will simply 
enjoy his knowledge of the game. 

The BBC also have some 
excellent pundits alongside him, 
and we’re hoping that Danny 
Murphy rather than Mark 
Lawrenson gets the 
co-commentator’s spot.

Motoring 
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Venture is 
capital idea 
to put a smile 
on your face

A high-end MX-5 special edition, the Sport 
Venture stands out with its light gunmetal 
17in alloy wheels; black, heated leather seats 
and satnav, a model which keeps a tried-and- 
tested formula fresh. It is available with both 
1.8 and 2.0-litre engines with the metal-fold- 
ing-roof Roadster-Coupe body style. 

Sales of this variant have dropped off in recent times as 
the market for small cabrios has swelled with new arrivals, 
but Mazda is fighting back with keen value for money, stick¬ 
ing to a design philosophy that’s even more relevant now 
than when the MX-5 was first launched in the UK, 20 years 
ago. Indeed, the brand’s use of lightweight construction 
and fuel-efficient engines has been copied by many rivals 
looking to share its success. 

The Sport Venture special edition is offered with a choice 
of 126PS 1.8-litre power or a 160PS 2.0-litre unit in Roadster 
Coupe guise. Just the smaller engine is used in the soft top 
variant. Neither powerplant makes the car the last word in 
searing pace but you can get to 62mph in 9.9 seconds with 
the 1.8 and 7.9 seconds with the 2.0-litre. Straight line speed 
was never what the MX-5 was about, instead majoring on 
tactility, usability, comparatively modest grip levels and a 
chassis that’s helped generations of drivers get to grips with 
rear-wheel drive dynamics. 

Both engines are plenty fast enough to extract some en¬ 
joyment from the MX-5’s sweet chassis. 

The metal folding roof retracts in three sections with no 
impact on boot space. Although it’s tempting to think of 
this car as ‘just a roof’, a lot of thought has clearly gone 
into it. The spring and damper settings are subtly revised to 
take account of the hard top car’s marginally altered weight 
distribution. Thankfully, the roof retracts to a position within 
the wheelbase of the car so that it doesn’t detract too much 
from handling agility. 

Park the Roadster Coupe and the MX-5 soft top next to 
each other and it’s possible to see the subtle way in which 
Mazda has teased out the shape to accommodate the fold¬ 
ing roof. The rear deck of the car sits 40mm higher at the 
rear window line and 20mm higher at the trailing edge of the 
boot, giving it a slightly more hunched and powerful look 
than the soft top. It’s really a very minor change and tough 
to discern in isolation. 

Whereas the average duration for a roof operation of this 
kind tends to be around 22 seconds, Mazda has whittled 
that time back to a mere 12 seconds for the MX-5 Road¬ 
ster Coupe. The driver must unlatch a centre lock and then 
press a button to operate the roof but it can easily be done 
while waiting at lights. Boot capacity is a surprisingly usable 
150-litres whether the roof is up or down. 

With the 1.8-litre Roadster Coupe version of this special 
edition offered at around £21,000, you’re looking at a pre¬ 
mium of around £1,800 over the standard range model. 
There’s also a 160PS 2.0-litre petrol option. The soft-top 
MX-5 Sport Venture costs around £19,000, around £500 
more than the standard SE model. 

The exterior features paint finishes that are unique to 
this model plus bright silver door trims and unique exterior 
badging to create a highly distinctive appearance. 

The car’s handling remains as much fun as ever, it offers 
decent value for money and will paint a huge smile on your 
face.

Rear-wheel 
drive thrills 
that won’t 
break bank

The performance-focused 2 Series injects 
some welcome sparkle into BMW’s new com¬ 
pact coupe line-up. 

What’s new?: This M235i variant is the quick ver¬ 
sion of BMW’s new 2 Series Coupe. Since a recent 
naming reshuffle, you’re excused for thinking that 
you’re looking at a 1 Series Coupe. Honestly, this is 
the ‘new’ 2 Series. 

And for buyers seeking proper rear-wheel drive thrills 
without having to sell a kidney, the M235i is the closest most 
of us will get to a similar car sporting an ‘M’ badge. Yes, an 
M2 is on the way but, until then, you’ve got the M235i - like¬ 
ly a more rounded and sensible choice if you’ve only got 
space for one performance BMW in your life. 

Looks and image: It’s not difficult to tell the difference be¬ 
tween this M235i and a cooking diesel variant. The former 
has clearly been at the box marked Shredded Wheat, what 
with its beefy bodykit, low and purposeful stance plus those 
equally businesslike chunky wheels and tyres. 

It’s a little less in-your-face in the car’s cabin, but the 
sports seats, M car-like steering wheel and subtle graphics 
ensure you don’t forget what this car is capable of. Crucially, 
for all the talk about genuine M cars, this M-lite version offers 
a good balance of comfort and sportiness in the real world. 

Space and practicality: If there’s one thing that the M235i 
does share with its slower siblings, it’s the fac 

t that it’s a surprisingly practical car for a compact coupe. 
Granted, space for rear seat occupants is less than great, 
but it boasts a good size boot and there’s ample storage 
space in the cabin for all the tat associated with leading an 
active life. 

Embraced 

Behind the wheel: From being a maker of rev-happy cars, 
BMW has fully embraced turbocharging with its latest range 
of performance motors. 

The M235i is no different, and its 3.0-litre straight-six petrol 
engine benefits from turbocharging to the tune of 322bhp. 
That figure is plenty to get you to the horizon in a hurry, while 
the rasping from the exhaust ensures your journey is always 
entertaining. 

Crucially the M235i is a doddle to drive at modest speeds, 
while pushing harder reveals a car eager to please. Only 
when you really lean on it, does it show its hand as a hoo¬ 
ligan. 

That trick BMW approved tuning bits can be bought to 
further enhance the experience should please the hardcore 
fans, while you’ll also want to pay a little extra for the slick 
eight-speed auto gearbox as the six-speed manual ‘box 
lacks polish. 

Value for money: It’s all relative of course, but in the world 
of premium hot hatches - or coupes - the M235i should 
be at the top of your shopping list. It possesses great road 
manners, is fun and engaging and is docile enough to dou¬ 
ble as regular transport to the shops and the office. 

Base trim is a little, well, basic, but you’d be wise to spend 
your cash on the extra tuning bits instead of fancy paint or 
gadgets. 

Who would buy one?: Anyone who’s been raised on a 
diet of hot hatches will like the M235i. It’s a mature evolution 
of the breed yet retains that all-important ‘edge’ to keep you 
interested away from the city limits. 

Thankfully its low-key looks don’t scream performance so 
you’ll rarely turn heads - good news if you want to have 
some fun but not telegraph it to every man and his dog. 

Plus it’s rear-wheel rive, which is an important charac¬ 
teristic in a world full of million horsepower front-drive hot 
hatches. 

This car summed up in a single word: thrilling. 

If this car was a ... surgical instrument, it would be a scal¬ 
pel - precise, sharp and to the point.

When Kamiji 
and Whiley made it 6-5 in the third 
set, Whiley thought she might be sick 
on the court. She said: “I said to Yui 
I thought I was going to vomit be¬ 
cause I felt excited, nervous and was 
so scared..” 

Whiley was born with brittle bone 
disease, the same condition as her fa¬ 
ther Keith who was a bronze medal¬ 
list at the 1984 Paralympics. She has 
broken her legs 26 times.
